Canada’s Food Policy. 


The splendid work of the Canadian Food 
Board during 1918 was. of the greatest 
value to the Allies. At the beginning of 
the year the food situation in Great Britain 
and France was exceedingly grave, and 
urgent appeals wete made to the Canadian 
Government for assistance. The response 
was immediate. On January 24th the 
Food Board was created. It evolved a 
policy of control which worked with ad- 
mirable smoothness and yielded the most 
remarkable results. A system of rationing 
was deemed inadvisable, as with the 
Dominion’s vast area, sparse population, 
and diversified conditions it would have 
proved too costly. Compulsory measures 
were adopted to regulate the distribution of 
commodities in what might be called their 
bulk state; but, as food products’ found 
their way from stage to stage, control 
gradually lessened, and was replaced by 
measures ta secure widely-spread voluntary 
conservation by consumers. This joining 
of the mandatory and voluntary systems of 
food-saving had not been in operation for 
more than a month before there was a 
marked incréase in the supplies of wheat, 
meats, fats, and sugar available for ship- 
ment.

THE NEW TRANSPORTATION 


BILL. 


If the Government had no better case for the 
Ministry of Ways and Communications Bill 
than was presented to the House of Commons 
yesterday by Sir Eric Geddes, says The Times, 
they might stand a very poor chance of passing 
anv portion of it. As a matter of fact, they 
have a good case, at any rate as regards more 
direct and unified control over railways and 
inland canals, but, in order to carry conviec- 
tion to the House and to the country, it will 
require to be reinforced by the assistance of 
those more skilled in the art of marshalling 
facts and arguments. The bill as now framed 
carries far too much heavy luggage. It must 
be reduced to manageable limits, especially 
while it is in the experimental stage. We 
support the broad principle of the Railway and 
Inland Canal Sections, but think the rest ot 
the measure requires very close and searching 
examination at the hands of Parliament. 


PEACE CONFERENCE SITUATION. 

Discussing the latest phase of the Peace Con- 
ference, The Times Political Correspondent in 
Paris remarks that fuch confusion has been 
raused by the various statements as to American 
with regard to the inclu- 
sion of the Covenant «of the League 
of Nations in the preliminary . Peace 
Treaty that the perplexed journalist can hardly 
be expected to speak confidently? as to. the 
real situation. Mr. ‘Wilson desires to insert in 
the preimmary Peace Treaty, at_any rate, the 
framework of the League of Nations, leaving 4de- 
tails, such as the working out of the 
mandate, control of arms, traffic, and other 
points to be settled later on. The 
suggestion has been made that, since 
ihe preliminary Peace Treaty might require 
Parhamentaty sanction in various ways, and 
since this inevitably entails great delay, it might 
be better to go back to the original idea, and 
sign with the Germans a definite armistice, 
wettling the disarmament of Germany. What-

OFFICIAL REPORTS. 
The following official communiqués, dated 
Monday, have been received from Paris :— 
The Supreme War Council,met to-day from 


three to 7.30 p.m., and discussed the military, 


naval, and aerial terms of peace to be imposed 
on Germany.

At the end of the sitting, an exchange of 


views took place on the situation in Poland, as 


described by the Inter-Allied Commission. 
The next meeting will take place on Wednes- 
day at 3 p.m. 


PORTS AND WATERWAYS. 

The Commission on the international régime 
of ports, waterways, and railways, met on the 
17th March at three p.m:, at the Ministry of 
Public Works. 

The Commission was addressed by delegates 
from Switzerland, who had asked to be heard 
in order to lay before the Commission the views 
of the Swiss Government on the question of 
the navigation of the Rhine. The Swiss dele- 
gates—viz., M. Vallotton, Lawyer, Lausanne; M. 
Gelpke, member of the Swiss Parliament, and 
M. Collet, formerly Chief of the Service des 
Eaux, were introduced by the Swiss Minister in 
Paris, and explained the legal and technical 
reasons which Jed Switzerland to claim partici- 
pation in any convention which may in future 
govern navigation on the Rhine. 

After the. Swiss delegates had withdrawn, 
the Commission proceeded to examine further 
the clauses regarding railway traffic to be in- 
serted in the preliminary.

AS AN OBSTACLE TO PEACE. 


The Press Association's Special Correspondent, 
writing from Paris on Monday; says :-—~—The 
Supreme War Council was to have met this 
morning, but deferred its sitting to the after- 
noon. During the interval, since the arrival of 
President Wilson, discussion has been mainly 
centred on the possibility of incorporating the 
League of Nations Covenant in the preliminary 
peace terms, in accordance with the declared 
wish of the President. Though Mr. Wilson has 
not, so far, made any official statement regard- 
ing his reasons for this to his colleagues of the 
Council of Ten, it is understood that he is moved 
by the fear that should the peace terms not in- 
clude the League of Nations Covenant, interest 
in his favourite project might die down, and its 
inauguration be left to some distant date. More- 
over, he is pledged by his pronouncements in 
America to secure this, and he is faced there by 
a very strong opposition. The French view, as 
indicated by M. Pichon yesterday, is that such 
inclusion is neither necessary nor desirable. The 
French seem to feel that there must be full dis- 
cussion of the terms of the League of Nations 
Covenant before acceptance, and that if the 
Covenant were rushed through, even to bring a 
sneedy peace, questions vital to France, such as 
the future security of the Rhineland, might be 
shelved or insufficiently discussed. For ex- 
ample, the League of Nations Covenant con- 
tains a clause which says that the signatory 
bodies shall come to the assistance of each other 
in case of need. If this matter were brought to 
discussion in the consideration of the preliminary 
peace terms, the French would undoubtedly de- 
mand very definite details as to what this would 
mean as regarded their frontier with Germany. 
To have this and other debatable matters put 
into the preliminary peace treaty, they eay. 
would inevitably cause. delay in the signimg of 
peace. The British think peace at the earliest 
possible moment absolutely necessary, so that 
the world may get again to work; but it is he- 
lieved that they will be disposed to meet the de- 
sire of the President so far as they can, without

The Press Association’s Paris Correspondent, 
telegraphing on Monday, says:—A_ semi-official 
Note has been issued here giving more precise 
details regarding the disposal of the German 
merchant ships. It is not. a question, the Note 
says, Of partition of the Fleet among the Allies, 
but of responsibility for its administration, 
until euch time as the final disposal! of the ships 
is arranged in the Peace Treaty. The pro- 
visional character of the administration of these 
ships by the Allied countries concerned is 
affirmed by the fact that the inter-Allied flag 
will be flown in every case. France will be 
responsible for the administration: of cargo 
boats, of a total tonnage of 600,000, and of 
ocean-going liners of a total tonnage of from 
75,000 to 100,000 tons. The remaining ships 
will be managed, as to one-half by the United 
States, and as to the cther, by Great Britain, 
and will be used for the repatriation of Ameri- 
can and Australian troops. Smaller steamers, 
which are unsuitable for long voyages, will be 
divided between France and Great Britain. The 
utilisation of all these ships is regulated hy the 
Inter-Allied Council for Maritime Transport, 
which also controls the disposal of the Austrian 
vessels now used by the \Ailies. 


THE DRAFT PEACE TERMS. 

In the House of Commons yesterday, Mr. 
Bottomley asked Mr. Bonar Law whether a 
hitch had occurred in the presentation to Ger- 
many of the draft Terms of Peace, owing to a 
divergence of opinion on the subject of the 
League of Nations; and. whether, in view of the 
general desire that the preliminary terms of 
agis should be settied at, the earliest moment, 

e could give ‘the House an assurance that the 
terms agreed to by all the members of the 
Conference, prior to Mr. Wilson’s return, would 
be communicated at once to the enemy. 

Mr. Bonar Law said that the hon. member 
would realise that it was not possible for the 
Government to answer questions as to dis- 
cussions between Peace delegates—(hear, hear)— 
which had always been treated as confidential. 
(Cheers.) This question was, of itself, an illus- 
tration of the difficulty, because if he’ left it 
there it might be assured that the first part 
of the question was correct. To the best of 
his belief there was no foundation for it. Al. 
though he answered the question, he wished it 
to be understood that he should not be ex- 
pected to answer further questions.

There is considerable delay, owing to the 
cable breakdown, but the latest news indicates 
that the situation has not become worse. The 
trouble is not altogether a matter of surprise, as 
for some time the Nationalists have been 
making extravagant demands, and endeavouring 
to excite popular feeling. In consequence of 
their opposition to the Protectorate, the leaders 
of the Nationalists were deported to Malta. It 
is probable that this measure will take some 
time to produce its due effect, but in the mean- 
time all necessary steps have been taken by the 
military authorities to maintain order. It is 
quite clear that the riots were engineered by 
the Nationalists, with the support of students, 
and that the riff-raff of Cairo joined in them. 
It is purely a Nationalist movement, and has 
no real support from the Fellaheen. The Sultan 
is throwing his whole weight on the side of law 
and order.

“IN PARIS IN 1925.” 

The Press Association’s Paris Correspondent 
telegraphed under Monday’s date:—The Echo 
de Paris publishes a long extract from a letter 
written by Baron von Kuchlniann, former” Ger- 
man Foreign Secretary, reflecting admirably, the 
journal says, the hopes cherished by Germany a 
former governors, who are still doing. their 
utmost to regain power.

ways, which Marshal Foch wanted to place under 
strict control.” Baron von Kuehlmann con- 
tinues :—“ In August, 1925, we shall be in Paris 
in favourable conditions.” He adds that “ while 
the Commissions are discussing, Bolshevism 
will sweep over the Polish barrier. Rumania 
will fall to pieces, and the German Empire will 
be re-born more speedily than people think.” 
Baron von Kuehlmann concludes :—‘“ Prince von 
Buelow was perfectly right when he said to 
Herr Ebert, on September 24th last: ‘When 
Marshal Foch is no longer in command the

A DUMMY FIGURE. 


Considerable sensation was created in Dublin 
yesterday evening when it became known that 
Mr. R. C. Barton, the Sinn Fein member of 
Parliament for East Wicklow, had escaped from 
Mountjoy Prison, where he had been detained 
since his arrest some time ago in. connection 
with a speech which he delivered in the County 
Wicklow. Mr. Barton held a commission in 
the Army at the time of the Rebellion. in 1916, 
but after the rising he resigned his commission 
and became identified with the Sinn Fein move- 
ment. 

The circumstances under which the escape was 
effected are as mysterious almost as those con- 
nected with the disappearance of Mr. de Valera. 
Yesterday morning the cel] that Mr. Barton 
occupied was found to be empty. A dummy 
figure, it is stated, had been placed in the bed, 
and a letter was found addressed to 
Governor in which Mr. Barton stated that owing 
to the discomfort of the place he felt compelled 
to leave. He asked that his luggage should 
be kept safe until he sent for it. The bars of 
the cell window were found to have been cut 
through, but this portion of the building is 
surrounded by a wall 25 feet in height, and in- 
side the wall a military guard was stationed. 
A search of the grounds disclosed nothing that 
would give any clue as to how the escape was 
effected, and it is believed that egress was not. 
obtained through the gates of the prison. 

It is understood that Mr. Barton is the first 

risoner who succeeded in escaping from Mount- 
joy Prison.

MASKED MAN’S CRIME. 


Our Mohill Correspondent, writing on Monday, 
says :—Yesterday the details were received by 
the Mohill police of a murder which was com- 
mitted on Saturday night at about 8 o'clock at 
Killahurk, near the village of Carrigallen. 

A farmer named John Hand, aged about 45, 
was sitting, with his wife and two children, in 
the kitchen, when a masked man entered with a 
shotgun.. He fired at Hand, who was sitting on 
the kitchen table.

His 
assailant ran off. 

Mrs. Hand, running after him, saw the direc- 
tion in which he ran. She then asked some 
neighbours to go for Dr. O’Reilly and the priest, 
but by the time the doctor and clergyman ar- 
rived from Carrigallen Hand was dead from loss 
of blood. — : ' 

No reason can be assigned for the murder. 
Hand was most popular in the district, and the 
crime has provoked great indignation.. 'The 
priests at the Masses in Carrigallen yesterday 
strongly condemned the murder. County In- 
spector Rainsford and Head Constable Hood 
yesterday visited the district, but so far no ar- 
rest has been made. 

Our Killeshandra Correspondent says :—Hand 
was sitting on a table near the fire in his own 
kitchen, and was about to go to bed, when an 
unknown man pushed open the door and stepped 
inside. His face was blackened, and he imme- 
diately fired a shot at Hand, who fell from the 
table and died in a short time.

THE TRANSPORT BILL. 


SAVED BY CONCESSIONS. 


A Central News message says:—In spite of 
the highly-organised opposition to the Transport 
Bill, the prevailing view-is taken, after last 
night’s debate, that. the measure is safe, and 
that it will pass into law in substantially the 
form foreshadowed in Sir Eric Geddes’s speech 
The comparative agreement which. appears to 
have been reached is entirely due to the con- 
cessions which have been made. The abandon- 
ment by the Government of the clause em. 

wering the nationalisation of railways, canals. 
and docks by, Order in Council—a most daring 
constitutional innovation—has placated what 
may be regarded as, more or less, disinterested 
opposition. The tone of the debate indicated a 
compromise with the railway and dock interests, 
and the announcement of a sub-department for 
roads, more or less, satisfied some of the road 
interests, and appeared to foreshadow further 
sub-departments to deal with, probably, (1) rail- 
ways, (2) canals and waterways, (3) roads and 
bridges, (4) harbours and docks, and (5) elec- 
tricity. Both the Government and the op-

There could be only one 
answer: they must be got back on to a paying 
basis, and if they were to do that they had to 
evolve order out of chaos, 
UNIFIED CONTROL. 

At present there was no transportation policy, 
and no one was responsible for transportation.

lation which was illogical and almost incompre- 
The Government had come to the 


/ conclusion that some measure of unified control 


of all systems of transportation was necessary, 
and that there must be somebody responsible 
for the transportation policy of the country. 
The present system made for colossal waste. 
France was struggling with her transportation. 
The transportation of the Centra] Empires had 
broken down; Italy was in difficulties; the 
United States did not know what to do with 
their systems; Canada was more or less in the 
same position; Australia was in difficulties. We 
were in greater difficulties, because we were 
more highly developed and more concentrated. 
It was only in South Africa that the question 
hed really been solved, and there the Minister 
for Railways had just the same power over docks 
as he had over railways. He had seen this bill 
described as a Se and he had seen 
the picture of a r ay octopus, with 
its tentacles grabbi everything. If 
that were the real# state of affairs, 
he would say that there was no greater 
condemnation of the measure possible. If it 
were a railway bill it would be absolutely and 
fundamentally wrong. But it was 
railway bill; it was a transportation bill. 


SIR DOUGLAS HAIG’S POLICY. 

In considering this problem he had viewed. it 
in the light of the experience that he had 
gained in France. There he found all means of 
transportation in a semi-paralysed state, and 
he had to make a policy. Sir Douglas Haig 
agreed that there must be one authority re- 
sponsible for all means of transportation; that 
there must be one man to whom he could go. 
The motoring interest in France objected to 
him controlling the roads, but he asked the 
members who had been to France since 1916-— 
had the roads been killed? It might be said 
that he had ample money and could spend what 
he liked. He did not agree that finance did 
not matter, but he had a greater difficulty. He 
had to cheesepare in men in every way. He 
could not squander men on the roads. It would 
not be denied that Sir Douglas Haig’s policy 
of having one authority in France proved a 
success, and it was that policy which was behind 
this bill. In this country it was natural that 


i the railway companies should wish to get the 


longest haulage, because it was the long haul 
that paid. Wastage was going on all over the 
country in that respect, and the community 
had to pay. The transport workers also 
suffered, because they did not get paid enough.

STANDARDISATION OF EQUIPMENT. 

Sir Eric Geddes, continuing, said that all this 
umnecessary waste had to stopped. Goods 
must be got to their destination without undue 
burden on the consumer. That could be done 
and still leave the transport agencies healthy. 
There must be standardisation of equipment. 
Take the question of terminals. The terminal 
points of our. great import and export trade 
were in the hands of dock authorities and 
other terminal owners.

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THE NEW MAP OF EUROPE. 


AN ALL-BRITISH PRODUCTION. 
The Press Association’s a“ Correspondent 
at Paris, telegraphing on March 17th; says :— 
urope, on which experts have 
been working hard ever since the armistice, was 
to-day shown to the British journalists here by 
Colonel Dornwald. It is called the “ million 
map,” because its scale is one inch to a million 
inches. This map was by our War

‘The ethnographical 
map of Europe, showing the populations of the 
different European countries according to race, 
it was explained to us, will be that on which 
the Peace Conference will largely determine the 
frontiers in accordance with the princi of 
settling the. boundaries of the new States by 
races rather than by natural geographical 
features or strategic lines. 


THE FRENCH EXCHANGE, 


A Reuter Paris message says :—Much more ex- 
citement and interest were caused in financial 
and business circles in Paris by the rise of the 
exchange against France than by the Peace 
Treaty, or even the League of Nations, -Every- 
one having a cheque payable on . England we 
rushing to the bank to get the advantage, whic 
amounts to 1s. 3d. since last week. A private 
individual related gleefully to-day that a cheque 
for £100 on London, which he had forgotten to 
place to his credit, brought him yesterday an 
additional sum of 150 francs. One of the most 
important British bankers in Paris, questi 
by Reuter’s Correspondent. on the subject yes- 
terday, stated his conviction that the situation 
was sérious, most serious, and might easily be- 
come a menace to the friendly relations between 
France, Great Britain, and America, unless care- 
fully handled. The whole exchange situation, he 
said, ever since France and Great Britain had to 
suspend their export trade, and devote them- 
selves to purely war work, has been artificial, 
which is another way of saying that France and 
Great Britain became automatically debtor 
nations to America. 


LEAGUE OF NATIONS CRITICISED. 


The Radical Council, at a meeting at the

ference at Paris. The Council states that the 
League is at present a League of officials, and 
not a League of peoples, and demands that pro- 
vision should made for democratic repre- 
sentation.

FREEDOM OF THE HIGHER LIFE. 

But there are other conventions which can 
claim a higher sanction. There are some pro- 
hibitionms which are conventional because all 
society has perceived that they reflect the 
Divine law. To put it in plain words, we do 
not from the obligation of the Ten 
Commandments by describing them as tradi- 
tional conventions. It is unconventional to 
commit murder, not merely because society 
objects to so inconvenient and disconcerting a 
practice, but because it is wrong. My f om 
does not absolve me from the restraints of this 
law. 
ment, “Thou shalt do no murder,” is true also 
of the Seventh. This, too, is a law of God. 
He or she who lightly regards its obligation in 
the pursult of freedom becomes the slave of sin. 
The Freedom of the Higher Life imposes re- 
straints, irkeome, unwelcome, though they may 
seem. Does amyone say that thus to appeal to 
the Ten Commandments is the very mark of 
conventionality—that they are part of the old 
Jewish law which was set aside by the Master 
of Ohristians that it is His authority which we 
ought to respect—that He knew and taught us 
how to seek the spirit behind the letter, and 
that His example is sufficient to show for all 
time that formulated rules of this kind about 
right and wrong are only relative to their age, 
and can never be regarded as of permanent 
obligation? The answer is not far to seek. 
Our Master Christ did, indeed, wage war upon 
conventions which obscured the light of 
conscience. He did, indeed, bid us look beyond 
the Ten Words ef the Old Law. “It was said 
to them of old time, thou shalt not kill, but I 
say unto you, love your enemies.” “It was said 
to them of old time, thou shalt not commit 
adultery, but 1 say unto you that whosoever 
looketh upon a woman.” What a sweepin 
away of conventionality is here! But mar 
how grave, but far-reaching, is the obligation 
which is imposed in its stead! The freedom of 
the Gospel demands far sterner restraints, far 
stricter obligations, than the obedience of the 
law. There is no licence in this freedom. It is 
the freedom of which St. Paul says: “1 keep 
myself in bondage lest at last I should be re- 
jected.” He who will deliver society from con- 
ventions that have outworn their usefulness 
must be prepared, if he follow the great Master 
of the Higher Life, to replace them by an even 
stricter law. For this highest freedom is, in 
its last expression, the service of God, fulfilled 
in the sense of overwhelming responsibility. 

WHAT IS FREEDOM? 

Freedom is service, the service of God. The 
liberty with which Christ makes men free docs 
not absolve them from obligation. And in re- 
gard to what are sometimes distinguished as 
religious duties, not some of us, but all of us, 
have need to remind ourselves of what the 
Freedom of the Higher Life demands and im- 

lies. No one, it may be, will take us to task 

if we neglect or abandon the habits of devotion 
or worship in which we were trained when we 
were young. To absent ourselves from public 
worship is no longer, perhaps, in the society in 
which we move regarded as. blameworthy. 
Church-going is @ respectable convention; but 
a free man is not bound to observe it. He can 
get nearer to the Divine—tbat, I think, is the 
phrase commonly used—in the felds and on the 
hills than in a orowded church, whose conven- 
tional platitudes about good and evil are re- 
hearsed for the benefit of children. Indeed, it 
is thought in some quarters to be quite a vindi- 
cation of a man’s Protestantism if he shows bis 
Protestant fiberty by avoidance of too regular 
church-going. I ask you if you do not oiten 
hear such things said, and said (for this is the 
surprising thing) in the name of Christian free. 
dom? It would re unreasonable to expect 
attendance at Christian worship of’a man who 
does not accept the Christian Creed. But those 
who profess to accept the Christian Creed are 
bon by Christian obligations. And to him 
who believes ir God there is no obligation more 
intimate, more certain than the obligation of 
prayer, private and public. Do you say that 
ou can pray betier in the fields than in 
hurch? Perhaps, you can. Perhaps. But ask 
ourself if you really do thus lift up your 
e\rts, when you use Sunday morning for the 
be en ef a country excursion.

PRAYER AND SACRAMENT. 

Tó abandon rules of conduct—for this is the 
gen of the matter—because they encroach 
upg our freedom is not the way to cultivate 
the Freedom of the Higher Life, either for 
men or for nations. The rules that others 
would make for you--the rules that you have 
received from the past, whether in regard to 
social customs or to the moral law or to 
religious observance—may not be the best pos- 
sible. But if you discard them, you must make 
even stricter rules for yourself. It is not at all 
likely that you will make better ones. But even 
an inferior rule of life which a man keeps, 
which he observes when it is an inconvenience 
to observe it, is more profitable than a superior 
rule which he neglects at his pleasure. And the 
same is true of nations. In religion, as in life, 
as in art, the abandonment of restraint is not 
the path to the highest things. And in religion 
you cannot dispense with rules for the guidance 
of your spirit in its approach to God: It is 
because of this that the Church provides a rule, 
a Christian rule of life, to aid our poor human 
nature in its weak and fitf il struggles towards 
the things that are best. Prayer and Sacra- 
mentb—the use of these thirgs does involve re- 
straint—they impose limits upon us; they de- 
mand time bais u so precious in a world so 
busy. But we cannot stand fast in the liberty 
with which Christ has made us free, unless we 
are ready to live as those whc believe that God 
is our Father, to whom the respect of sons is 
due, and that His grace can, and doe deliver 
from the worst bondage, even the bondage of 
sin.

Patrick in Ireland held their annual dinner last 
evening at the Gresham Hotel, Dublin, under 
the Presidency of the Earl of Granard. A 
company representative of different religious 


and political creeds assembled for the occasion, | 
and the function was a very agreeable one. , 


Amongst those present were the Earl and) 
Countess of Fingail, Sir Stanley Cochrane, the 
Right Hon. the Recorder of Dublin, Sir Thomas 
Myles, the Right Hon. M. F. Cox, Rev. Dr. 
Denham Osborne, Captain Stephen Gwynn, 
Aiderman James Moran, Mr. G. Blake Whelan, 
Mr. P. J. M‘Andrew, Captain Macoun, and 
several ladies. 

Mr. George Rice, Hon. Secretary, announced 
that he had received letters of regret from the 
Chief Secretary, the Under Secretary, the Lord 
Chancellor, Lord Justice O’Connor, the Lord 
Mayor, Sir Henry Robinson, Mr. H. G. Burgess, 
and others. 

The toast of “The King” having been duly 
honoured. 

Sir John Irwin proposed the toast of “ The | 
day we celebrate. He said that wherever 
Irishmen were congregated that day they | 
honoured the memory of St. Patrick. St. 
Patrick happened to be an importation, and 
many importations into Ireland were such as 
could have been dispensed with. (Hear, hear.) 
But St. Patrick was of a different stamp. He 
was deported and escaped, like some persons of 
recent date, and landed in Ulster, strange to 
say, where it was felt his missionary 
Christianising efforts were needed even to the 
resent day. (Cheers and laughter.) Both 
Protestant and Catholic claimed St. Patrick as 
their own particular apostle, but as a Presby- 
terian he (Sir John) claimed that the saint 
must have been brought up on the Shorter 
Cathecism, and he left it that. Ireland 
was passing through one of the greatest crises 
in her history, and it was up to her sons, every 
one of them, to do the right thing by her, to 
stand together and do their part in effecting a 
settlement of the problems confronting them at 
the preseut moment. In his judgment these 
matters ought to be settled by Irishmen in 
Ireland. (Applause.) Engli en with the 
best intentions in the world, did not understand 
Irishmen. He thought. the. time had arrived 
when this Companionship should sirive to in- 
culcate in their fellow-countrymen a spirit of 
Christian charity such as had been taught by 
St. Patrick—(hear, hear)—and that Irishmen 
should be more tolerant towards each other 
and towards their opinions than in the past. 
(Applause.) The sooner they all realised that 
each one of them could do something towards 
that end, the better for all concerned. (Hear, 
hear.) Reconstruction was in the air, and great 
problems faced them. They could all do some- 
thing to solve these problems. It was better 
for aims to dwell upon the possibilities that 
were before the country than to brood upon 
past wrongs—and those wrongs had been 
many. (Hear, hear.) It was better 
to take an optimistic view of the case, no 
matter how men might differ, and to iry to 

bring them all together. (Applause.)

IRELAND AND THE BILL. 

As regarded Ireland, it was proposed, on ac- 
count of its sccial and geographical conditions 
to set up a branch of the Ministry, which would 
deal with all Irish questions there. If .naiters 
of great importance had to be discussed in Ire- 
land, it could be arranged that the Minister 
of Ways and Communications, or a highly 
technical officer, should go over there for that 
purpose. The Irish railways would stand under 
the old agreement with regard to the two years. 

A CENTRAL CONTROL, 

There was bound to be a certain amount of 
central control in don, but it would pro- 
bably be. found that the best way of dealing 
with the situation would be to divide the coun-' 
try up into non-competitive sones, with dis- 
trict commissioners. The port authorities and 
commissioners would deal with docks and har- 
bours under some central authority in London. 
Canals would be dealt with by the commis- 
sioners.

lor had the extraordinary spectacle of Dublin, 
Belfast, and Cork united in opposition io the 
proposal, The issue raised was between local 
control by local responsible authorities as 
against central control by a bureaucracy. The 
bill bere upon every line the marks of an old 
bureaucracy and a young Parliamentarian.

STATEMENT BY SIR ROBERT ANDERSON. 

At the monthly meeting of the Londonderry 
Corporation yesterday, the Mayor (Alderman 
Sir Robert Anderson), as President of the 
Association of Municipal Authorities in Ireland, 
made an important etatement on the Irish 
housing questi. Sir Robert first gave a 
short eummary of the result of the interview 
he had with the Chief Secretary (Mr. Mac- 
pherson), and said that the whole facts in 
regard to this important matter were fully 
placed before him.. Mr. Macpherson indicated 
that the Treasury would bear the whole, or at 
least the larger proportion, of any loss that 
would arise between what might be called the 
economic rent of the houses proposed to 
built and what would be considered the reason- 
able rent in the different localities, bearing in 
mind the position of the tenant who would 
occupy the buildings. This loss might be a 
very considerable sum in some districts, and 
would not be ae large in others. For instance, 
highly-skilled artisans ought to be expected to 
pay larger rents than men whose wagés were 
very low in proportion. This offer he con- 
sidered a most generous one, as it would entail 
no great burden on the local authorities, and 
it would at the same time provide for the 
houses to be let at a rent that the occupants 
might fairly be expected to pay. The crux 
of the whole problem was where the money 
was to come from, and here they were in 
direct conflict with the proposal of the Chief 
Secretary that the money should be raised from 
the public or that banks should finance housing 
schemes. He was hopeful that, on further 
representations being made ta the Treasury by 
the Chief Secretary, they will abandon such 
a. idea. He was still hopeful and confident 
that the Treasury, not only in the interests of 
the community; but in their own interests, 
would provide the sum necessary at a reasonable 
rate of interest, and thus enable local auwuthori- 
ties to begin operations without delay, 

The Mayor then proposed a resolution de- 
claring that the needs of the situation would 
not be met unless the Treasury advanced the 
moneys required, subject to the sanction of the 
Local Government Board, who would see to it

But even so early as to-day there is a 
whisper of a “ drawing-in of borne” upos 
the part of the Author of the Scheme, and 
it is not unlikely that there will shortly be 
announced a modification of the method By 
which the Giant Hand shall initially make 
fteel? felt wherever lotomotive activity 
arresta its attention, None the less, the 
Hand will remain in poise, prepared te come 
down heavily and hold securely whenever it 
geems to itself good. 

However, the question of method, though 
a grave and irritating topic enough, is not 
the chief question involved. We will be wise 
if we realise instantly that we are upon the 
eve of a vital and it may be & supreme 
Battle between Forces representative of good 
and evil, social and even spiritual as well as 
economic. Individual Liberty versus Bureau- 
cratic Dictation is at bottom the Issue now 
in course of presentation te the Country. 


DEPRIVATION OF POWER. 


The Ways and Communications Bill, of 
course, is not withont @ réason for its ex ist- 
ence. There may be something to amend, 
something to reorganise, in the Transport 
trafic of the Country, and few better 
selections for the task than Sir Brie Geddes 
can be offered to the Nation.
